EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-5, 8-1 3 and 1 7-1 9 are allowed for the reasons stated in the Office 
Action of April 7, 2004. 

3. Claims 1 , 6-7 and 1 4-1 6 are allowed. 

The references fail to teach, disclose, or suggest, either alone or in combination, 
the apparatus being mountable to an electrical socket and at least one aperture formed 
between the cover and the end of the housing permitting gas flow from an interior of the 
housing externally of the cover and in combination with the rest of the limitations of the 
base claim. 

Applicant's arguments (Pages 8-11) regarding the Pruehs et al. and Williams et 
al. references are deemed persuasive. The Examiner also clarifies that the term 
"electrical service apparatus" has being interpreted in light of the Specification and the 
Drawings as being a watt-hour meter. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
